Sir :—I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the transactions in this department for the biennial period 
ending September 30, 1882: 

As the fiscal year begins on the first of April, the period 
embraced within this report includes the whole of the fiscal 
year, 1881, and the last half and first half, respectively, of the 
fiscal years 1880 and 1882.. The Territorial tax was reduced 
by the last Legislature from seventy-five cents to forty cents 
on the hundred dollars, and it is gratifying to note that, not- 
withstanding this heavy reduction of nearly one-half, and the 
fact’ that there were some heavy additional and special ex- 
penses during this period, the showing is as satisfactory as 
atiy ever heretofore presented to the Legislature. That the 
atnourit of revenue has increased’ while the taxation has been 
decreased is in itself a significant commentary on the prosper- 
ity, of, the Territory. As will be seen by reference to the last 
públished report froni this office, the condition of the Territorial 
debt on November 10, 1880, was ds follows:

Since that time the outstanding warrants and interest have 
been paid, leaving as the only indebtedness the two classes of 
bonded debt, as above stated, due respectively in 1885 and 
1891, and together amounting to $69,268 60 and interest, with 
cash on hand amounting to $41,816 97. Under the judicious 
management of my predecessor, Hon. Joseph Perrault, Terri- 
torial warrantsin a few years rose steadily from 60 and 65 cents 
on the dollar until in 1880 they reached par, where they have 
since remained.

INCREASED PROPERTY VALUATIONS. 

As an indieation of the development of the Territory, I sub- 
mit the following table, showing the total value of the assess- 
ment rolls for the past five years:

The number of taxable inhabitants has increased in like pro- 
portion. If should be borne in mind, however, that the figures 
above given for 1882 have reference only to what are known as 
the “original assessment rolls.” The “subsequent assessment 
rolls” to be reported in January will doubtless increase this 
amount very materially. 

EXPENSE OF COLLECTION. 

It will be observed that the expense of collecting the Terri- 
torial proportion bas materially increased during the last two 
years. Under the law of the Ninth Session, “to regulate the 
expense of collecting the Territorial moneys,” the Assessor was 
authorized to receive two per cent. of the Territorial taxes 
levied and four per cent. of the Territorial proportion of the 
per capita, licenses, or other taxes by him collected. The law 
of the Eleventh Session provides that the Assessor shall receive 
as his full compensation 15 per cent. of all poll taxes and 7 per 
cent of all property taxes by him collected, payable out of the 
County Treasury. In a test case in the District Court brought 
by the Territory against Boise County, this provision was held 
to entitle the Assessors to this per centage of the Territorial 


moneys. The law of the Ninth Session, above alluded to, also 


rar 


— 
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allows the County Treasurer three per cent. upon the amount 
of "Territorial taxes by him received and paid over, and to the 
County Auditor three per cent. of the Territorial proportion. 

It had been generally customary under the provisions of this 
law for the Auditors to charge the same as the Treasurers. In 
a test case for the construction of this law the District Court 
last year held “that as to property taxes it must be construed 
as allowing to Auditors three per cent. upon the Territorial 
proportion of all such taxes levied and assessed," as a result of 
which the Auditors are entitled to charge their commission on 
the Territorial portion of the assessment roll, irrespective of 
the amount actually collected for the Territory.

INDIGENT INSANE. 


Another new source of expense is in the care and mainten- 
ance of our indigent insane. According to the reports received 
at this office from the Superintendent of the Oregon Hospital 
for the Insane, there have been confined in said institution 
since the 12th day of July, 1881, eleven patients from this 
Territory. Of these one has died and one has been discharged. 
At.the date of the last quarterly report there were nine inmates 
at the expense of the Territory, whose conditions are reported 
as follows: One improved, one worse and seven stationary. 
The total cost of the indigent insane to the Territory since

July 12, 1881, up fo the end of the last quarter amounted to 
$2,292 50. 
POLL TAXES AND LICENSES. 

The amount of poll taxes collected during the past year 
probably exceeds that of any previous corresponding period, 
yet even this amount would seem to indicate a large delinquent 
list. Since the District Court for the Second District, in 
Alturas County, has decided against the validity of the law 
holding the employer in certain cases responsible for the poll 
taxes of employes, the revenue from that source is liable to be 

¿materially decreased, unless more effective legislation is passed 
to enforce collection. I would also call attention to the defect 
(in our license law, which permits a trader to do business for 
three months only and avoid paying a license, an evident in- 
- justice to permanent dealers who comply with the law. 

ha PUBLIC PRINTING. 

The law relating to public printing works'great inconvenience 
in its present form. The advertisement for bids for printing 
of blanks for the following fiscal year is required to begin on 
or before the first of August, to continue four weeks, the con- 
tract to be awarded to the lowest bidder. The law further 
provides that “all blanks of every description required to be 
furnished by the Controller by virtue of any laws of the Terri- 
tory shall be printed by and under a contract, in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act, and not otherwise; and no 
warrant shall be drawn by said Controller upon the Territorial 
Treasurer for any sum for printing, unless for and in accord- 
ance with the contract performed under this Act.” The prac- 
tical defects of this law were manifested when, after the printing 
for the year 1881 had been done under the contract in the 
Autumn of 1880, the Legislature in February, 1881, entirely 
remodeled the classification of Merchants’ Licenses, leaving the 
blanks already printed useless, but making no provision for 
printing of the new classes. Through the courtesy of the 
“Statesman” office, I was enabled to have licenses "printed 
according to the new law, Hon. Milton Kelly, the publisher, 
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agreeing to wait for his compensation until the Legislature 
should make some provision therefor. The law is also defective 
in that it compels the Controller in his estimate for blank : 
licenses required for the following year, in many instances, to 

order many more blanks than be may at all necessary, thus in- 

curring needless expense in order to avoid the embarrassment 

consequent upon the exhaustion of the supply of any one class 

before the end of the fiscal year. 1 would respectfully recom- 

mend that the law be so changed as to require the letting of the 

contract in the Spring, and that the County Auditors be required 

to submit within a reasonable time before the advertising, an 

estimate of the number of licenses likely to be required by 
their respective counties for the following year. At present 

the Controller is required, within four months after the begin-" 
ning of the fiscal year, to prepare the schedule of blanks for 

the following year, having the returns for only one quarter on 

which to base his estimate of the number likely to be required. 

I would also call attention to the vagueness of the law regard- 

ing the printing of School Blanks and School Laws. In 

accordance with established precedent, I have included the 

advertisement “for the School Printing with that for the Con- 

troller's office. I would suggest as a further amendment to 

the law relating to public printing, that the maximum cost of 

the contract for printing of all blanks for the Controller’s office, 

including those required by the Territorial Treasurer and 

Superintendent of Public Instruction, shall not exceed five 

hundred dollars. 

IMMIGRATION, 

The eagerness with which Mr. Strahorn's pamphlet on the 
resources of Idaho, published under direction of the last Legis- 
lature, is sought for is evidence of the interest that is now taken 
in Idaho. The pamphlets have been received and distributed 
by this office as directed by law. Requests for copies have 
been received not only from the Eastern States, but also from 
Englañd, Germany, Switzerland and Denmark. The head of 
an emigration office at Vienna has offered a proposition for the 
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translation of the same into German. There being no authority 
in law at present, however, to meet the expense, I would respect- 
fnlly submit the matter to the attention of the coming Legisla- 
ture. If our population has increased in the same ratio as the 
reports to this office show the number of poll tax-payers and 
assessable inhabitants to have increased, it is safe to estimate 
that our population has more than doubled in the iast five 
years. 
TERRITORIAL STATISTICS. 


This office is constantly in receipt of inquiries as to the 
sources and accumulation of wealth in the Territory. I would 
uggest that, in accordance with similar provisions in other 
State and Territories, in the rolls reported from the counties 
be included the number of live stock, detailed descriptions of 
iurproved property, number of dwellings, lands patented, the 
ore and bullion production, length of railroads and telegraph 
lines building or in operation, amount of hay and grain raised 
and such other items, including county and municipal indebted- 
ness, as may be of use or interest in showing the material con- 
dition of the Territory. 
- TERRITORIAL ATTORNEY. 
Section 4 of the Act relating to Territorial Controller makes 
it his duty among other things “to direct prosecution in the 
name of the Territory for all official delinquencies in relation 
to the assessment, collection, and payment of the revenue 
against all persons, who by any means become possessed of 
public money or property, and fail to pay over and deliver the 
same, and against all debtors of the Territory.” There are 
questions constantly arising, moreover, in matters relating to 
the office of Controller as well as of Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, which require the aid and advice of counsel. and 
also matters in which the interests of the Territory may be 
inconsistent with those ot the counties. It is essential, there- 
fore, that there should be some legal authority on whom the 
Territorial officers can rely. The new law relative to County 
Attorneys, which goes into effect on the first of January next, 
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leaves Territorial officers without any legal adviser whatever. 
I would suggest that some provision be made for retaining 
counsel on behalf of the Territory for the protection of the 
Territory’s interests. é 

CLAIMS. * e s 


Several claims have been presented tor payment during the 
past two years which, in the absence of law specially authoriz- 
ing such payment, I was precluded from allowing. A bill for 
$37 80 has been presented by the U. I. and O. Stage Company 
for expressage on Strahorn pamphlets to members of the last 
Legislature and the Supreme Court Judges. The appropria- 
tion allowed by the law was insuflicient to meet the expense of 
freight and distribution, the above amount being still due. I 
would recommend its payment as perfectly just. 

For reasons already stated, I would recommend the bill of 
Milton Kelly, amounting to $108 00 for printing. 

A bill was presented Ang. 30, 1882, by D. H. Gray, Sheriff 
of Alturas County, for $75, for bringing prisoner from Hailey 
on an order of Judge Prickett in a proceeding on habeas corpus. 
In accordance with Section 47, of the law relating to Sheriffs, 
page 551 Revised Laws, I beg leave to transmit the same here- 
with to the Legislature, my reason for rejection thereof being 
that there seerns no law authorizing its payment, though evi- 
dently a just claim. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


In addition to the suggestions already offered, I would 
recommend a reduction, either of Territorial taxes or of the 
amount of the Territorial proportion of poll taxes and licenses. 
As shown by the accompanying statements, there is at present 
more than $41,000 in the Territorial Treasury. As appears 
by Statement XT., there is more than $31,000 to be collected on 
property taxes for 1882, the bulk of which will be received by 
the Territory in January. The disbursements between this date 
and January ist, including the semi-annual interest on bonds, 
probably will not exceed $9,000. The revenue from all sources 
to be paid in January, after deducting disbursements, will 


+ 
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probably leave in the Treasury not less than $60,000. As will 
be seen by Statement XII., this amount will in itself be more 
than sufficient to defray the expenses of the next two years in 
the absence of further legislative appropriations. The Terri- 
tory can readily dispense with the Territorial tax, as the income 
from other sources (conditions remaining the same as in thé 
present year, no allowance being made for natural inerease of 
population and business) will acéumulate a fund more than 
sufficient to meet the two classes of indebtedness as they mature 
in 1885 and 1891. We are paying interest on our own bonds 
to the extent of nearly $7,000 a year, while our own money is 
lying idle. If the Legislatme should not see fit to make the 
sweeping reduction suggested, and it is impracticable to call 
in any of the outstanding bonds, even at a premium, a sound 
policy directs that this accumulativg cash should be invested in 
some manner fo secure à reasonable amount of interest to the 
Territory. À 

Permit me to add in conclusion that the salary of this office 
is entirely incommensurate with the increasing labor and duties 
that devolve upon the Controller and Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. 1 would recommend either that the two offices be 
separated or that a more adequate compensation be allowed 
the incumbent.
